M<»st of tbeio take along their 
own oroviaioBs. Tbe vessels are Briiiab, and will 
sail under Brlilsb colors, tbns insuring the emi- 
grants an immunity f^om privateers. Abont 800 
more cedored emigrants will leave for tbe same 
dtsUcatlcn raxt month.

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Cellabi —The time is close at band when 
farmers will need their collars, in which to store 
their winter supply of apples, potatoes, roots, 
cider, etc. Generally speaking, a farmer's 
cellar is anything bnt a place of neatness and 
order. The bouse may be a good onA and sll 
tbe rooms in it may t H arranged, faml-*h- 
ed, and k>'p*; bnt the cellar, which is below the 
gr mnd, not often frequented by any except the 
occupants of the house, is generally a place of 
confoblon. showing a want of taste and judg- 
ment. We wish to say a word to onr friends 
abont reforming in this matter. 

Why should we not have cellars as appropri- 
ate to the nee for which they are intended as 
are our parlors? If yon have a good wall and 
a good bottom, a few dollars and a few davi}' 
work will do all that need to be dona All ccU 
larp should be ventilated. There is a great deal 
of foul gas that accuroulatos from the decay of 
vegeuble matter io them, that too often Is al- 
lowed to pass into the rooms above, to the in- 
ju»y of tbo health of their occupants. Tbo 
beat way to secure ventilation is to have a 
communication between the celler and the 
chimnoy, by means of a pipe or other opening. 
The upward draft will remove all foul air as it 
afcumolares and render it nearly or quite as 
pure as in the rooms above. 

Cellars shoold have a good bottom. Pre. 
quently they are rendered wet by the water 
that percolates through the soil from the eaves. 
Whe n this is the case, troughs should be placed 
00 the building aod means taken to coodoct 
the water so far away that it will dooo Injurv. 
Sometimes, too, the drains are imperfect, atid 
need looking after. We think all cellars 
should have a hard bottom. One made of 
cement is not expensive. It keepa the rats 
from working under the wall, as they often do, 
and making quite too free a use of our stores 
of fat things. It makes a good bottom, whioh 
may at any timo be swept like any other floor. 

It gives tho appearance of nattness, and the 
owner feels a thrill of p'eaaure when he siep< 
on It. Ofoerallv, a cellar should be darkened 
in tbo winter. Toe usual way is to b-irk up 
the windows with tan, dirt or straw. A good 
wall ought so to bu made, that the collar needs 
no banking. The windows should be double, 
and, to keep out *ho light, have sboi^ers on the 
inslda, which can be removed at pleasure. Ii 
this wav you can regulate the light as yon de- 
sire. Cellars shoold always bo “done off,** a- 
forinert say when speaking of their bou^. 
Thiels rarefo the c>ise. Bios are U'>ually mado 
of pieces of board* of all sizes aud abapt*e. 
really the refuso of lomber that can be used In 
00 other way, put togiticr with pins a *d 
propped up bv pieces of timb-T from the wrood 
yard, broken bricks and stone*. Buch bins are 
a nuisance, and should never be found in the 
cellars of onr thrifty farmers A lillle (^ood 
lumber, and a mechanic tor a dav or two 
wonid fix things np to your liking, ^ou onabt 
to do it D >n'l SHy you can’t affjrd It. You 
can. You have just b^n selling off bncier 
and choose and grain and s ook in considera- 
ble quantities, and a moiety of the money in- 
vested in this way will never be missed. Now 
is the time to attend to tho matter. Farmer* 
we advise you all to finish your boose by fixiog 
up your oellara.— OAfo Farmer.

parts. Family comfort oonnoc thrive in a ball 
or afield. Imagloe that the boy who dh^not 
feci sutficieoily aiquaimed with bis father to 
ask him for a new cap, lived io a **palatial res- 
idence.** I doubt not, for tbe same reason, 
|>eople living among mountains are more so- 
eiablo than those who live on plains. AffwO- 
lion, like a smile, dies unless It Is reflected. 

Secondly, we like small houses because they 
look paid for; and a small houso paid for holds 
more happiness and real friends than a Urge 
one unpaid. Anythiog uupaid fo uacomforta 
ble. To au honest man debts are demons, 
and an indebted bouse a haunted bouse full ol 
crt'cping horn>rs aud disquietudes as that de- 
scribud by llocxl. 

Thirdly, we like small bouies because thoy 
look sympathizing. They aro like pooilenot 
over dres^— more roady to make oequriot- 
aooo. A big house fo liko a big man— unac- 
coetabU.

Indeed, much that is brought to 
cittva by growers only a few miles distant is 
scarcely fit for salA Occasionally fruits arc 
bODt us with a n quest 10 exhibit them at our 
Horticultural Shows, but lu most cases the 
rp:cimvns are so injurod when received as to 

entirely unfit to show. 

Mr. Ktdd, gardenertotheM«rqQisofDread- 
albuno, who ^onds fruit and fl owers from the 
garden near Hampton Court, £igUod, to the 
UighUnd lesideooe of the M 4qai>, subject to 
fire hundred milts earriago, is so succv^^ful in 
pnckiDg, that be can send fully ripe iom*toc<< 
“wlOiout losing a fruit," aod brmquets that, 
when rcotivid, will be as Iresh as when firn 
picked He gives his method of packing fruit 
as f dlowsc 

*T have found 00 better method in ail my 
experience, which has extended over a period 
of over twenty years, with all kinds of fruits, 
varying in distance from fifty to fivo bomireu 
miles. Ic simply is, box, soft paper, and eweet 
bran. A box is chosen, in sis.;, according to 
the qnaniicy to be to ou A ia>cr of bran is 
put at the bottom; then caoh bunch of grepes 
IS held by ihe hand over the centre of a aheet 
of p«pvt; the four corners of the paper are 
brouAhi up to the stock and nicely strcund, 
then laid on Its side in the box, aod so on, 
nniil the first layer is finished. Then fill the 
whole over with bran, and gi'*e tbe box a gen- 
tle shake as you proceed. Btgia tbo st'Cond 
layer as the first, and so on, until the box is 
completed. Tbu*, with neat bands, tbe bloom 
is preserved, and may be sent to any di.-rtance; 
but, with clumsy hands, quite tho oontrary, 
and often an entire failure, as the putting in 
and the taking out of tho box aro the most 
important points 10 bo observed. 1 have inva- 
riably packed sixty or eighty bum bee of grapes 
and fifty or sixty dozen of apricots or pemhes 
In one box, snd received letters from employ- 
ers to sav that they have arrived as safe as if 
they had been taken from the trees that moro- 
iog. **— iNW Yorker.

Among 
the prisoners taken was Dr. White, who was 
offered a pass by Tnce after the capitulation, 
with which ho went about two miles beyond 
Kicbmoud with Msjor Becker and Capt. Neat. 
While at their dinner, a party, headed by the 
well-known desperadoes Charley Martin, Suive 
Emerson, and Ike Lightner, came up and took 
the ofEceru off io a coach, but refused to lot 
the Doctor, who was an old mao, go with 
them, but be was sabsor|ueDtIy taken one mile 
from tho house into a by-path and there shot 
twice through tho breast; he laid from Thurs- 
day till Tuesday, and when tbo io'^uest was 
held, the hogs had eaten all the fiesh olf the 
body except that which was protected by his 
boots. Two weeks after this ficndiBh mur- 
der, his wife, with our informant and a 
lad, w‘cot to Richmond and brought away bis 
remains. Mrs. White, who is a niece of Ex- 
Gov. Desha, of this State, occupied a tine farm 
of about five Iiundred acres, nearly all in a 
state of cultivatiuD. The ruffians entered upon 
this, destroyed one hundred acres of com, fifty 
of oats, valuable peach and apple orchards, 
broke the cider machine, SLiashed the grand- 
t hildrcDs' playthings, thrust bayoneU through 
the windows, carried off the carriage and six- 
teen horses, killdij seventeen bead of cattle, 
fifty shoep, aud a hundred hogs, and ripped up 
nine feather-beds in fiendish wantonness, leav- 
ing hlrs. White without a place to sleep on, 
and compelling her to borrow* bedding fur ber- 
0 Clf and family. 

Theft, murder, and the most shocking bar- 
barities were practiced by all the rebels from 
high to low. Mrs. Col- Grover, during the 
battle, rook refuge on a boat for security, and 
her husband was wounded in tho foot. 8ho 
asked Gen. Price for her clothes, which ho 
refoiod to surrender, leaving her aud her 
child without a change of raiment for many 
days, until he was about to commence his re- 
treat. Ho then gave her an order to obtain 
her garments, but by this lime every article of 
any value had been stoleo or destroyed. Nor 
were women the only object* of bnitalitj; the 
wounded Union soldiers were not exempt. 
Some of them had been taken into a vacant 
bouse belonging to Major Blewilt, and, when 
he was made aware of tho fact, he raved and 
stormed liko a maniac, took an axe, shreaU 
eoing to chop otF the bead of a lad tho 
basement, and then hauled wounded men 
down the steps and into the street, where they 
were exposed for many hours jn the sun with fts- 
tcriug wounds. But there is no need of further 
particulars. These instances show the spirit 
which actuate secession and |>oiut out the cer- 
tain fate that awaits Kentucky if wo do not 
rcpvl the accursed invaders from our soil. Men 
of Kentucky, you who are removed from the 
scat of war, do you realize that the whole 
Southern tiers of counties in the State are now 
subjected to the same cruelties and villainies 
which Missouri has suffered? The voices of 
yonr brethren from those section* aro calling 
and pleading for support, assista:%co, and re- 
lief. The air, which here over our favored 
city of Louisvillo is balmy with the sunny in- 
flueDteo of a lovely autumn and is vocal 
%irith tha hum of industry, tho glo^ful laugh of 
eiuldroa, and the interchange of friendly groet- 
iugs, U, uot many miles from us, murky with 
the ^un emoka of battle; affrighted w ives clasp 
their children to their breasts, whiko brave 
husbands and fathers have seized thctir rifles 
and go.nc into camp to prevent the advance of 
the hell-kioands under Buckner andZollicc ffcr. 
Tho man of the couniie* on the Tennet'see 
frontier arc shoulder to shoulder with t ur 
friends from the Northern and Northweat- 
cra States, baring their breasts as a raiiu 
par;’ to repel the adranco of the invader* 
upon Louisville nnd Frankfort and Lexington, 
and what are we doing m the wey of assist- 
ance? Nothing corapamtively. YVo should 
have sent out thousands wrbere we have fur- 
nished hundreds. Oar city ought to have at 
least five full regiments in the field aud five 
more detailed as Horae Guards, but ready, in 
an emergency, to march wherever necessary. 
All may look peaceful eud calm here; 
it may appear to many a pleasant 
holiday show to see dclaclnuent after 
detachment sweep through the city and 
pas.^ on down tbo railroad; but this may be tho 
calm tliat foretells the storm. Some night, 
instead of the roll of the friendly drum w hich 
beats timo fur the tread of Union troops 
through our street*, we may bo aroused by the 
wild cry of atUck, and what then can save our 
women and children from the horrors and 
brutalities of Missouri? Wc tell you plainly, 
men of Loajsville, you are not duino your whole 
fluty, and you are Ituviny to others the ylory oj 
exploits which should he ftU your own,

Thi* notice is an index to the nefarious 
means which secessionists have taken to fill up 
their ranks. Many men have been induced by 
such artifices to enlist with tho marauders who 
have inv aded our State. The leaders of the 
movement will lie, steal, and commit any spe- 
cies of iniquity to further their cause. This 
notice, we are assured, was poeted through the 
mounuins of Fieniing county by two men in 
regimentals, who .openly avowed themselves to 
be orticerB in the j^onfederate army.

We admit that 
many citizens have performed their entire dnty 
and are in the advance army to repel the foe, 
while others have enrolled themselves in lUo 
Home Guard, but wc see hundreds of men 
idling about our streets, nut because they aro 
idlers, but from want of their mual mechanical 
employments, on every corner loungers discuss 
the war and havo their ready plans 
to drive Buckner buck and terminate 
it, but they don't put their shoulders to the 
wheel; they look admiringly at tho advancing 
battahons from Illinois, Indiana, Minucsota, 
Ohio, and Tennsylvania, and regard them as 
the Hercules who can extricate them, and 
yet are themselves inert. We know they are 
not cowards, we know that they have strong, 
brawny arms, steady eyes, and lion-mettled 
hearts to wield the sword, level tbo rifle, and 
meet the chock of battle, but inaction is suici- 
dal; their wealth of muscle and of mettle is 
dissipated in sloth, while were wc to call the 
roll of six 01 eight hundred men, wc could de- 
signate by name, each one would feel the 
blood mount to his brow and the pulses of 
his heart leap like electric shocks should he be 
questioned as a coward.

There will 
ho immeasurable disgrace heaped upon Ken- 
tucky if she fisltcrs now and leans for support 
upon her younger brothers Even Minnesota 
alxiost tho Benjamin of the foroily group, 
is here with iti stalwart sons. Minnesota, a 
otate only tlirce years old last May, sends over 
one thousand men under an experienced West 
Fuint graduate, who has served in Florida and 
Alexico, to offvT their swords and lives to the 
defence of Kentucky. Eternal shame, then, 
Kentuckians, if you are laggards now, aod 
supiucly allow others to carry off the prize of 
glory. Let the calls which arc made upon 
you by your military leathers tire your souls and 
awake every manly impulso in your bosoms. 
Fill up every company; organize every regi- 
ment; aod w hen the tenth cf next month ar- 
rives, let Adjutant General Finncll feel proud 
iu annouociDg to Brigadier General Sherman 
ths t there is uot a »inglo fractional company or 
rcgLment to bo consolidated; that all are full 
and ft*'ix*ady on the battle -ground in defence of 
the boivir and tbo invaded soil of Kentucky.

It had been known al 
Greensburg for eigatorten days that the Con- 
federate scoundrels intended to attack Greensburg, 
but tbo extent of ibeir preparations was lot fully 
kouw-Q until Col. Hoboon made a thorough exsm- 
inatioQ of the facU in tbe premises. i he out* 
rages upon persons and property perpetrated by 
tbe traitorous scoundrels of Tennes.iee and Ken- 
tucky since Buckner’s invasion of the State have 
naver been surpassed by tbe aboriginal savagee 
cf America.

The accompanying map will ahow the position of a portion of the country to which the public attention U directed 
at tbe present time. The westward tendeni y of the war brings this section of the country into importance and at- 
taches to it a degree of interest to which it has heretofore been a stranger. 

The map shows the mouths of the Mississippi, all the entrances by which the city of New Orleans may be reached, 
the Mississippi and Alabama coa-sts, and that portion in the vicinity of Fort Vickons. The distance from the mouth 
of the great liver to the city of New (Jrleans is 105 miles, and it is likewise approachable from other inlets than the 
main channel. Mobile, it will be seen by the map, is situated at the junction of tbe Alabama and Tombigbee rivers, 
at the entrance into the Mobile Bay. It U situated thirty miles from the Gulf, and has a good harbor. Tbe mouth of 
Mobile Bay is protected by Dauphin Island. Eatrances to the Bay must be made by the channela on either the right 
or left of this isJand. 

The boat harlwr in the Gulf of Mexico is that of l*ensacola. Between Santa Uoea Island and the main shore there 
ia an excellent protection for veeseU of all claaaes. The depth of the water over the bar leading to this harbor is never 
less than twenty feet. 

Another ^int of growing importance is Miasissippi City, whose capture by the United States troops we mentioned 
some time aince. TbU jxisition is on tbe shore of Mississippi Sound, in tbe extreme southern portion of tbe State 
bearing the same name. The entrance of the Federal troops at this point created the greatest consternation among 
the residents of New ( irl^s, and al^ through all the lower portion of the State which is entitled to the citizenship of 
the great rebel, Jeff Davis. Mississippi City has a j^od harbor, and has always been regarded as a half-way point 
between Mobile and New Orleans. 

Uef^rring to New Orleans, an Eastern corTc«[>oDdent says that a flotilla with, say 5,(XK) men, could be started from 
the deep waters in Lake Borne and reach the landing at New Orleans in ten or twelve hours. The land, lor more 
than twenty miles around, is a low swamp, easily swept by the guns of a fleet. There ia not an armed ves^l of any 
kind upon the lake, nor is there any impediment upon the route of a luoequito fleet, except Fort Pike, at the Hegoleta, 
or main passage between Lakes Cerne and Ponchartraiu. ’ 

That fort is out of repair, has but some six or eight small cannon mounted, and U now garrUoneJ by a single com- 
pany of militia. New Orleans, once in possession of tbe Federal Government, they could easily reduce the forts on 
the Mississippi below, hold it against all the power of the South, and effectually keep in check all the Confederate 
States, except Georgia and the Carolinas. 

Let but a thousand men assail New Orleans, and every man of the Louisiana contingent now in Virginia would 
rush for home. 

To the soutli of New Orleans are three large bays^Barataria, Timbalier, and Atchafayla. The first two are con- 
nccte<I with the Mississippi river by an inland w'atcr communication, through tbe bayous, Ic. These bays allow of 
the entrance of vessels drawing from 3 to 12 feet of water. 

With thef«e facu in regard to the p^iuons of the Gulf coast, and its vicinity, our readers may, for themselves make 
such further examination as they think proper. ' ’

The following plan for organizing troops io Ken- 
tucky fer service for "three years, or during 
the war,” has been agreed on between the State 
Military Board and tbe Commanding General: 

Tbe Military Beard will appoint, at tbe varions 
places where volunteers are offering, Mustering 
Officers, who will muster in and receive volun- 
teers as thev are presented. 

Tbe IFoard will also supply to its agents funds 
for paying tbe expenses Incurred, and for tbe 
supply of such articles of clothing and camp 
equipage as are necessary before uniforms are is- 
sued. 

As soon as ten companies of a regiment are 
complete, tbev will be mustered into the service 
of the United States, and supplied with arms, 
accoutrements, uniforms, and transpurtatiuo to tbe 
plac<*of service by tbs regular Quartermaster of 
the United States. 

Almost pointsconvenient to the Suijsisteoce De* 
partment^ provisions will be issued to tbe com- 
paniea during the process of formation. 

Where persons h«ve been authorized to raise 
regiments and may succeed in doing eo, they 
will be commiasioned as Colonel*, but if this oc- 
casions delavs tbe Captains of companiee may 
form themselves into regiments of ten companies, 
assemble at a rendezvous, and submit their choice 
of Colonel, Lieutenant Colonel, and Major for 
commissions. 

If they do not voluntarily form such organiza- 
tion, tbe commanding General will order them aa 
independant companies to join together at conve- 
vient point*, an«l there form them into re »imenti 
and battalions, appointing the necessary field offi- 
cers.

W ASIIISUTON, Oct. 23. 

Generala McClell-in, Bank% and Stone have 
been on tbe Virginia side of tbe river all day in 
tbe vicinity of Leesburg, and it U telegrapheil to 
headquarters to-nigbt that oor troops are in pos- 
ses: ion of that place. Tbe whole of Gen. Binks’ 
command have crossed tbe river, and our forces 
are io sufficient strength to meet any number that 
tbe rebel* are capable of concentraliug at that 
point. A recoDDoisiance in force was made to- 
day from the camp of Gen. Blenker's ilivUion by 
way of Avondale, within a few miles of Fairfax, 
without dbeovering auy boJy of rebel forcea. It 
is evident the enemy has retreated still further 
from tbe front of our lines. 

I am informed by the highest authority in this 
Govommeut that tbe published statement In a 
New York paper to-day that at a Cabinet meet- 
ing yesterday all the memb«rs of that body pro- 
nouLced judgment that Ger. Fremont should be 
supersede, and that the order to this effect be 
issued to-day, is untrue. No such decision was 
made io Cabinet, and of course no such order has 
issued. The facts are that the condition of af- 
fairs in Gen. Fremont’s Department was discussed 
in Cabinet yesterday. Some of (he members were 
in favor of depriving him of hi.* command imme- 
diately and ordering him here to be tried bv a 
court mariial. Others op|v>:>(d tuch action while 
in bis present position in (bo face of the enemy. 
The subject occupied tbe President ai.d Cabinet 
for several hours, when they decided by a vote to 
leave tho whole matter to the decision of the 
President. Tbe latter finds (he question very 
difficult to settle, involving as it does not only 
tbe great, pecuniary interests of the Government 
but perhaps imm^iato and important military 
results. Together with (be Uw officer of Ihe 
Government, he will give the subject a thorough 
investigalioD, and decido it in accordance with 
tbe facts. 

Ca&sius M. Clay, tbe Minister (0 Rus.sia, has 
intimatetl to the Government that, in view tf tbe 
threatening attitude of the rebels, he would pre- 
fer to surrender his present commit-sion as repre- 
sentative to Russia and cater the army in active 
defence of the Governmeut. 'i'he Cabinet has 
ibe subject under consideration, and Kentuckians 
hero are anxious for the return of the | allant 
Cassius.

New Y'oric, Oct. 24. 

The steamer McClellan arrived from tbe South- 
west Pass the 14th, Fort Pickens 15th, Tortugas 
16th. and Key West 19lh. On the morning of 
tbe9lb, about 3H' o’clock, the enemy attacked 
<\»l. Wilson’s posiiloD in force. Company E of 
the 3d Infautr,v, Capt. Ililldt, and 27 men of Co. 
A, and the 1st ariillery, Lieut. Taylor, 85 men 
in all, under Mr.jor Vogdes, met the enemy some 
distance above Camp Brown. 

Major V'ogdes was taken ) risoner immediately 
and Cajdaio Hildt, taking command, engaged the 
enemy. Our loss was 1 kdled, 21 wounded, and 
8 prisoners. Ibe enemy’s loss was much larger — 
11 of their men were found in one heap. Major 
Konold arrived after daylight to tbe aa^iatance of 
Capt. Hildt. The command proceeded to a p^>int 
where the rel>eU had disembarked just as their 
stermors were leaving, and opened on them a de- 
structive fire. 

The enemy’s loss left on the inland was 22 
killed, 5 woueded, and .33 prisoners. Many of 
the wounded were carried off. Capt. Bradford 
and Lieut. Elms were klllod. Three officers 
were cap'urrd; one of them, Lieut.. James, form- 
erly of the U. S. Marines, was bad y wounded. 
General Anderson was in command of the rebels 
and was wounded in (be arm. After disembark- 
ing, the enemy acknowledged tbe loss of over 15. 
In addition to the loss on (>ur side above stated, 
the Z uiaves lost 9 killed in their camp and 11 
taken prisoner. 

The Z >uave camp was sKuited on Santa Rosa 
IsUcd, alx)Ut one mile from Fort Pickens, and 
was so distributed as to command all approaches 
to the fort, and also to protect I he batteries. The 
rebel force*. 1,500 strong, embarked from tho 
Pens:coIa Navv-Yard in three large stea:ners 
and landed on tlie i land at>out foar miles above 
the CAmp. It was about 2 o’clock in the mcro- 
ing arn very d^rk. Tliey rapidly formed in 
three 0’>lumns and proceeded silently (owardsthe 
Z-^uave camp, hoping tn effect a toUl surprise. In 
this they «oro but pariiaMy saoce.vful. 

The picket guard, stationed about 600 .vards 
fi^m the camp, discovered and firel upon them, 
giving the alarm, which saved tbe regiment 
from unnihilation. Ihe attack of tho rebel col- 
umns was siniultancouA amt vc4'ey i.f>r volley 
was aimed upt»n tho Vidimteirs. They were 
forc(d to foil back leaving tbeir camp in the 
hands of the rebels which they commenced 
burning. Fort Pickers was by this time aroused, 
and three companies of regulars came to eur as- 
sistance. The rebels then commenced retreating 
to tbeir boat.*, closely follow*ed by tbe regulars 
acd a small number of volunteers, keeping up a 
destructive lire upon them, killing and w*ounding 
a large number. 

The rebels finally reached tbeir boats, but tbe 
steamer* were over five hundred yards from tbe 
bench, apd our men poured repeated volleys into 
tbeir crowded mass. Every uullet told, and by 
the shouts and confusion of tbe rebels it was evi- 
dent we had obtained ample patlfaction. Tbe 
Zouaves were badly managed and Col. Wilson 
very mu h censured for inofficiency, not reaching 
tbe scene until all was over. 

Tbe officers and men lost almost even>*tbing 
Major Newby had a narrow escape from coptare, 
b«ing confined to his bed bv a dangerous tUnef’S. 
The regiment lest ten kifled, sixteen wonnded, 
and nine prisoners. Tbe regulars lost four killed, 
twenty wounded, and ten prisoners. The rebels 
lost, by their own statement, 850 killed, wound- 
ed, and mhsing.

The McClellan brings r««liable ace .unts of tbe 
fight at tbe mouth of tbe Mississippi. Tbe rebel 
fl9«t consisted of 6 gun-boats, (be Ram, the 
Manassas, and a large number of fire ships which 
filled tbe river from shore to shore. Our squad- 
ron comprised the Richmond, Huntsville, Water 
With, Preble, and the Vincennes, and the store 
ship Nightingale, were at anchor inside of south- 
wt«t pass. 

The Manassas drifted afonl of the Richmond 
knocking a bole in her quarter acd slern, doing 
but JitUe damage. To avoid the fire ships the 
r<|uadron got unaer way immediately and drifted 
down the river. The Rtebmond, Preble, Vincen- 
nes, and Nightingale get ashore on the bar and 
while ashore were aCacke'i by the rebels. Only 
one of thiir shots took effect and that struck tbe 
Richmond on the quarter. They were beaten 
eff tbe Viccennea with two guns, she hav- 
ing thrown the rest overU^rd and tbe 
rest of her armament, with her chains, anchors, 
6c., to lighten her. she being much exposed to 
tbe rebel tire. Not one person was killed or 
w'ounded in the squsdron. The Richmond, 
Preble, and Vincennes were towed off next dav 
by tbe McClellan. Tbe Nightingale was still 
ashore, but would probably get off the next day.

The gunboat Connecticat U coming op. Tbe 
brig Granada, from Nusvitas for New Y'oik. was 
captured, 00 the 13th, in latitude 33, longitude 
71, at midnight, by tbe pirate Sallio, of Clurles- 
ton.
